The ARRL Emergency Corps, as it was first called, was formed by an announce- 
ment in September 1935 QST. At first simply a matter of volunteers signing up en masse 
in the Corps without provision for local direction, the AEC quickly attracted 
considerable favorable attention among amateurs. After its first big test in the 1936 
floods membership boomed until it was no longer possible to publish the membership list 
in QST. In 1937, as a result of the obvious need for local leadership and group 
preparedness plans felt in several communications emergencies, the new ARRL appointment 
of Emergency Coordinator was created. In. 1945, with the post-war reactivation of the 
ARRL Emergency Corps, a new section-level appointment, that of Section Emergency 
Coordinator, was created. In 1950 the name was changed to the Amateur Radio Emergency 
Corps as a better indication of the coverage and intent of the organization. 

The AREC represents the combined efforts of many hundreds of amateur groups, 
each under its own Emergency Coordinator. Although it is sponsored by ARRL, League 
membership is not required for registration. All amateurs, regardless of their 
personal affiliations, are urged to support this organized effort to form an Emergency 
Corps of and by amateurs as amateurs for the purpose of getting prepared and keeping 
prepared to provide emergency communication for the public and the nation when, as 
and if needed, in both peace and war. 

Registration in the AREC does not require possession of equipment designed 
especially for emergency use — not does possession of such equipment determine 
whether your membership shall be full or supporting . A ’’full" member is an amateur 
who takes a fully active part in local AREC activities; a ’’supporting" member is one 
who for any reason cannot do so but nevertheless is in support of the group and will 
be available as his personal circumstances permit. Thus, there is a provision in 
the AREC for every amateur licensee. 

Your registration, when turned over to your local EC or SEC will add your 
strength to the Amateur Service in its endeavor to render a continuous and organized 
service to the nation. We urge you to fill out this registration and turn it over 
to your EC now .

Note which person above handles your cards, then prepare a 3 x 7 " envelope (with 
clasp if possible). These are known as #25 or # 35 and are available at most station- 
ery stores. This size will accomodate the larger cards which are used so often by 
DX stations. Regular #10 white envelopes may also be used but often require folding 
one or more cards. 



When preparing your reply envelopes, be sure to PRINT your call very plainly in the 
upper left hand corner in letters at least )£ inch high and attach a 3# stamp to each 
envelope. This will accomodate from 5 to 7 QSL cards. 

O.K. guys and gals, get those envelopes into the person who is holding your cards and 
be sure to send a few extra envelopes too so that a supply will be available to keep 
your cards coming to you regularly.
